Mary Pickford and Douglas 
Fairbanks are probably enjoying 
@ joint daily income of £1,600, 

Tals, at least (writes a corres- 
pondent of Daily Exrpresa}, is 
a fair. deduction to be drawn 
from a study of the negotiations 
now proceeding between 
United Artists Corporation or 
the “Big Poor,” to which the 
two popular “’ 3tars” belong, and 
the First National Exhibitors” 
Circoit of America. 

The "Big Four” (the other 
two are Charlie Chaplin and D. 
W. Griffith) are asking about 
£100,000 apiece for their films. 

This figure must refer tothe’ 
American rights alone, because 
the sum they ask for the United 
Kingdom righ’s is nearly £39,000. 

Tho First National Circuis is 
willing to pay £100,000 each for 
Mary and Douglas films, but it 
declines to pay such a sum for 
the films of any other artists, 

If the American rizhts of Pick- 
ford and Fairbanks films produce, 
£100,000, an sdditional sum of 
£120,009 may safely be sat down 
for total’ foreign rights, so that 
their gross receipts on each film 
will amount to at least £220,000. 

Assuming that each produces 
an average of three and a half 
films per year, wa get a grand 
total of £770,000 asthe appro- 
ximate annual receipts from the 
sale of each star's films. 
Deduct the generous sum of 
£60,000 for a year’s cost of film 
production, and wogeta net total 
of $710,000. 

It is fair to assume that the 
Encome-tax collector will take 
three-quarterg of this total, leaves 
a net balance of about £180,000 
apiece for Dougles and Mary, or

Sohe had 
this yatch built on tho same lines 
as a devatroyer bo: somawhat 
modified, reducing the engine 
and boiler space, thereby sacor- 
ing ampiy accommodation and a 
frsat-class yacht in avery raspect. 

Interviewed this morning by a 
representative of the Tefeyraps, 
Major Keswick said he had- 
come out hare oo busineas, and 
hoped to combine that as mush 
as possible with pleasure. He 
expects to return via the Panama 
Canal, thus makiog a circular 
tour uf the world.

Claim and, Comnter-Claim. 


In the Supreme Court this 
morning before His Lordzhip Mr. 
Justices HH. J, Gompertz (acting 
Chief Justice) an interesting 
action was heard’ ariaing ont of a 
suit brought by Messrs, R. Negre 
and Co.'against Jae Moraes for 

7,799, being damages alleged to 
have been suffered by the defend- 
ant’a breach of a contract dated 
January 22,1920, for the purchasa 
by the defandant of fifty cases of 
needles, each containing 25 tins 
at $10 per tin,  detlivary 
on or before March 7, 3920. 
The plaintiff’ failed to taka de- 
livery of these fifty casza of 
needles. They ware sold by 
auction and realised $702 leaving 
$7,799 to ba realised. ‘ 

The defence was thatit was a 
condition of the contract that tha 
needles in queation should be of 
the Cock on Crown brand and of 
German origin, which they were 
not.. The warranty that the 
needles would be of the Cock on 
Crewn brand and af German 
origin was written and contained 
in the contract. The goods 
tendered to tho dafentant in 
fulfilment of the contract were 
an imitation of the brand and 
were not of German origin. The 
defendant forthar stated in his 
defence that on the said. sale 
there was an implied condition 
ot warranty thst the needles 
should be of a merchantable 
quality and that the needles 
tendared by the plaintiff’ to bim 
in fulfilment of the contract were 
of an unmerchantable quality. 

The dafendant brought in turn 
a counterclaim agains: the, 
plaintiffs, which recited that the 
contract contained o clause 
to the effect that should the 
defendant fail to take delivery 
and pay for the goods purchased 
under such contract within two 
months after the date of the con- 
tract, ths plaintiffs should be at 
liberty to sell and’ dispose of the 
goods and that the defendant 
should ba rispoasibla for the 
difference between the contract 
and the selling price, together 
with the charges incarred and 
all damages arising from the 
breach of such contract. In 
breach of the terms of thia clausa 
in the contract, the plaintiff on 
March 9,1920, before the expira- 
tion of the. said term. of twa 
months, mentioned in the contract 
sold the needles by public 
auction. , 

On or about March 12, 1920, 
he defendant waa offered by 
Szo Ming Pau,-a Hongkong 
broker, on behalf of the Tak 
Shing Grm of Hongkong, the 
sum of $15 per tin for these 
needles on condition that the 
gama were genuine German 
needles of the Cock on Crown 
brand. By reason of the breaches 
of contract sforesaid, the de- 
fendans was onsble to deliver to 
the Tak Shing firm the needles 
agreed to be purchased by the de- 
fendant under tha said contract, 
and had suffered damage. The 
defendant claimed damages to 
the extent of §6,250, being tha 
difference between the contract 
price of $12,522 and the price at 
which the defendant could have 
sold the needles on March 22, 
1920, provided they had been of 
the descripsiop and quality re- 
quired by or warranted by the 
said contrac’ ($18,750). 

The plaintiffs reply to this 
counterclaim of the defendant 
was a complete denial that the 
needles were not of the Cock on 
Crown brand, that they were 
an imitation thereof and that 
they were not of _Germsn 
origin and oot of merchantable 
quality. The defendant further 
waa stopped from saying tbat 
the needles were not Cock on 
Crown bracd and of German 
origin and of merchantable 
quality because on Februsry.4, 
1920, the defendant authorised 
and requested the plaintiffs to 
sell the goods on the defendants’ 
bebslf at the price of $11 
par tin nét.. The plaintiffs further 
stated that if the goods were not 
Cock on Crown brand and of 
German: origin, the defendant 
waived performance of the con- 
dition and warranties by accept 
ingthe goodsin performance of 
the contract and by requesting 
the plaintiffs to sell_the goods on 
his behalf. , 

Mr. F. C. Jenkin, instructed by 
Mr. A. H. Crew, appeared for the 
plaintiffs, while Mr. Potter, 
instructed Mr. Hind, repre- 
sented the defendants. 

Mr. Jenkip said there wax one 
large issue in the case, which 
could be sub-divided into three 
issues, namely :—Was thequality 
warranted by contract? The 
second issue would appaar. to 
arise on the counter-claim, which 
was to this effect, that’ the 
plaintiff bad no right to resell 


the goods, as he.did on March 


Sth, because by the form of the 
contract he could not do ik-unless 
at the expiration of twa months. 
The next point! was whother tha 
plaintiff, Mr. Nogre, was wrong 
in salling the goods an March 9th, 
‘On that wrongful resale by tho 
Plainti® the claim for damageain 
the counter-claim was based, 
becansa the defendant says that 
on March Sth he had an offer 
from some one elsa by which, if 
ha accepted, he could have salt 
the needles at a consiaralle 
profit, If on the contract the 
plaintiff had a right to re-soll, 
then of course the counterclaim 
would go. On tha defenca in 
reply tothe counterclaim, further 
points were raiaed aa to whether 
ar no onthe facts the defendant 
permitted the ° plaintiff to 
sett tha needles. The only 
complication that would arise 
in the conduct of the case 
would bo in banding in a great 
number of samples of needles. 
The plaintiff, Mr, Negre, had bean 
established in the Colony as an 
import and exports merchant 
since 1915. He worked in busi- 
neas with Europa, and had one 
of his agents in Marseilles, who 
incidentally, was hia brother. 
Before the war, the market in 
needles in this part of the world 
was, in tha main, held by 
Germans. They placed upon tha 
toarket here a véry largo number 
of needles of different brands, 
and =the ‘most’ = impartant 
brands) were the Cock on 
Crown, The Diamond Queen 
and The Double Link. These 
were distribated throughout the 
Par East through various German 
firms here, namely, Jebsoa, 
Carlowitz, and others. The 
European War, of course, put an 
end to trading in German needles 
in Hongkong. To what extent 
German trading in China was 
affected Mr. Jenkin did not know. 
At any race, in Hongkong this 
trade ceased. With the coming 
about of the war, tha Germao 
mantfacturers wers not abla to 
export, and thes German dis- 
tribotors in Chins were thus no? 
able toimport, One oftha resalts 
was that tbe stocks of these 
needles thas remained in the 
hands of the distributors had 
to satisfy the local demand. 
Before the War, speaking entirely 
about Hongkong, thesa various 
brands were registered here and 
the bolders of these brands were 
German firms. Jebsen’s held the 
Cock on Crown brand. 

The Chief Justicas—Could mer- 
chants merely hold brands? It 
was not the property of the manu- 
facturer bat the distributor. Was 
Jebsen the man vhoheld it atthe

Mr. Jenkin :—Jebsen was the 
man who could sell the Cock on 
Crown inthis part of the world. 

Thé Chief Justice—He may 
have bad the coonopoly from the 
manufacturers io Germany. 

Mr. Jenkin :—When the War 
broke out, the rights of Jebsen 
lapsed acd our ueighbours in 
Japan saw theoppartunity. The 
mark is now in the custody of 
the Custodian of Enemy Property. 
The net result of this in fact wag, 
whether it was wrongful or nos, 
during the war, large numbers 
of these needles, with the sams 
get-up and the samo name and 
lettering as used to come from 
Germany, were pot on the 
market here by the Japanese. 
Japanes> imitations of those 
needles will be produced. They 
very effectively destroyed the 
market available for Cock on 
Crown needies. The Japanese 
needles put on the market were 
very inferior, with the resalt that 
nobody would bay the Cock brand. 
In 1919,. Mr. Negre procured a 
consigament of needles of 105 
cases, of which the needles in this 
consignment under dispute forms 
a portion, from his sgent ino 
Marseilles, through Siegmund, 
Robshar and Sole of Hamburg. 
The cost price of these goods was 
75,076 francs andin marks it was 
231,564. Thega needles arrived 
in the Colony by the N.Y.K 
veasel Iya Maranon January 12, 
1920, That consignment con- 
sisted of fifty cases of Cock on 
Crown, 25 cases of Cock'on Hen 
and 30 cases of Diamonds and 
Queen.
